It 
fullowed, accordingly, on the sus|iension iu 
May last, which totally sejiaralea the Gov 
ernmont and the banks, that (he revenues were 
thrown into the hands of the Executive,where 
tliey have since remained under its exciusive 
control, o'iiliout any legal provision lor their 
safe keeping. The object of this hill is to sup¬ 
ply this omission; lo lake the public money 
out of the hands of Hie Executive, and place it 
under the custody of the laws, and lo prevent 
the renewal of a coimoctum which has proved 
so unfortunate lo both (ho Government and 
(he banks But it is this measure,originaling &. 
Ihe exigency caused by o^r own acts, and 
that seeks lo make Ihe most ol a diango et- 
lected by oprralionol law, instead ot attempt¬ 
ing lo innovate or to make another exjicri- 
menl, as has been erroneously represented, 
whicli has been denouncwl under Hio name of 
the Sub-Treasury with such unexampled bit¬ 
terness. 

In lieu of (his hill, an amendment has been 
offered, as a substitute, by the Senator trom 
Virginia, (urthest from the choir, (Mr. Rives,) 
wtiich he inlbnns us is Ihe first clioice of liim- 
sell and Hioso wlioagrco with hiqi, and Ihe se¬ 
cond choice of Hinsn with whom he is allied on 
this question. 1(1 may judge from appearan¬ 
ces, which can hardly iteceivo, he iniglii liave 
said Hieir first clioice, under existing circum¬ 
stances; and have added, that, despairing ol a 
National Bank, the nlijecl ol Hieir preference, 
they have ndnpled his suhstitulc, as the only 
practical alternative at present. We have, 
then, the question thus narrowed down to this 
liill and Hie prnpostd sul'Stitule, ll is agreed 
on all sides, thsl one or the other must he se* 
locicd, and that adopt or reject Iho lOio, is to 
reject or adopt the other.

In comparing the relative merila ol (he Iwo 
measures, nreparalory to a decision,! shall 
touch very nrieflv on the principles and de¬ 
tails of (he bill. ^liB former is well iimler- 
stood by the Senate and the country al large, 
and (he latter has lieen so ably and lucidly ex¬ 
plained hy (he chairman of the cuminitteo in 
his o|>ening speech, as (o supersede Ihe neces¬ 
sity ol further remarks on them at this stage 
ol the discussion. I propose, then, lo limil 
inyselflo a mere general summary, accompa¬ 
nied by a few brief ohsorvalions. 

The object of the hill, aa 1 have alrenily sla¬ 
ted, is lo lake the public funds oul ol the hands 
nl (he Executive,where Ihey have been Hii'own 
by oiicralinn of our acis, and lo place them 
under Ihe custody of law, and lo provide for a 
gradual and slow, hut a per|)olual, sepurulion 
between the Gnvcrr.inent and Ihe banks. It 
prn|)Ose8 lo exiend the prucejs ol separalmg lo 
the year 1845 , receiving curing Hie li/sl je.ir 
of Iho series Ihe notes nl such hanks ns may 
pay specie, and reducing thereafter the ainnnnl 
receivable in notes one-sixth annually nil Hie 
separation shall bo finally coiisuiuiiialed al the 
period menlionotl. 

• Tlin provisions of the bill are Ihe most sim¬ 
ple and cffeclual Hint an able coinmillee could 
devise. Four principal receivers, a few clerks, 
and a sufficient niimhur of agents lo examine 
Hie slate ol the public funds, in order to see 
that all is right, al an annual charge not ex¬ 
ceeding forty or fifty thousand diilferi, at most, 
consliiute the additional officers and ex|tendi 
lures required, lo perform all the functions 
htirolofore discharged by Hie banks, asde|>osi 
lories ol the public money and fiscal agents of 
Hie Treasurv. This simple apparatus will 
place the public Treasury on an inde|iendenl 
looting, and give to the Government, at all 
times, a certain command of its lundt lo mod 
its eiigiigemonls, and preserve its honor an I 
l-tilh inviolate. II it ha desirable lo separnlc 
from the banks, the Government must have 
some inde|>end«nt agency of its own to keep 
and disburse the publio revenue;and il it inuil 
have such an agency, none, in my opinion, 
can be devised more simple, more economical, 
more effdcluai and safe, than Ihul provided by 
this hill, ll is Iho necessary result ol Hie se- 
iiaralion, and lo reject il, wilhoul oroposing a 
leller, (if, indeed, s belter can ^ be) is lo re¬ 
ject Ihe sejiaralion itself.

Bui I cannot 
conenr in stiributing lo them our improve¬ 
ments and pros|>eriiy.' That they contribu¬ 
ted lo give a strong impulse lo industry and 
enterprise in the eaily stages of theitojieration, 

I doubt not. Nolbing is more stimulating 
Ilian an expanding and depreciating currency. 
It creates a delusive appearance ql pros^riiy, 
which puls every thing in motion Every 
one feels ns iihe was growing ritber, as prices 
rise, and that he has it in bis (tower, by fore¬ 
sight and exertion, to make bit fortune. But 
It IS llio nature ol stimulus, moral ai well as 
(ihysicaljln excite at first, and to do(.ress uller- 
wards. Tho draft w Inch at first causes un¬ 
natural exciloniont and energy if sure to 
teriiiinain in corre8()ondiiig depression and 
weakness; nor is it less certain that the stimu¬ 
lus of a currency, expanding lieyood its pro-
